It was related that each member bears the 
responsibility of keeping his respective member of the Steering Committee 
informed of the Working Group's activities. 

8. (C/ORCON) It was suggested that the group might compile a registry of 
scientists doing parapsychology research. 

9. (C/ORCON) The use of computer terminals to exchange data was raised. 
DIAOLS and COINS were mentioned. 

10. (C/ORCON) Another suggestion of a group project was to compile a 
complete registry of what each agency has done or is doing in the area. 

11. (U) Again, the question of the objectives of the group was raised. 

12. (S/ORCON) discussed the draft of a recently completed
